Horses, 2;396,850 in 1946, a de- 
crease of 187,950 since 1945, Milk 
cows, 3,913,900 in 1946, a falling off 
| of 84,300 compared with the numbers 
at the corresponding date in the 
previous year. Cattle (including milk 
cows), 10,385,000 in 1946, a decline 
|Of 873,600 from 1945. Sheep and 
lambs, 3,378,400 in 1946, a drop of 
243,400. Hogs, 5,377,300 in 1946, is a 
decrease of 648,300, 

The decline of horses on farms oc- 
curred principally in the Prairie 
Provinces. In regard to sheep, the 
only Province showing a gain over 
;1945 in numbers is Saskatchewan 
where a slight increase is recorded 
(518,400 head as against 513,200 in 
1945). The all-over reduction in nums 
bers of sheep for Canada was 243,- 
400 or 6.7 per cent. 


Lake That Vanished 


|Shee; Of Water Five Miles Across 
Disappears In Australia 

The mystery of the “lake that dis- 
appeared has Queensland, Australia, 
scientists puzzled—and disputing. 
Which of the theories advanced is 
correct may never be known, but 
these are the facts’ 

Lake Nooga Nooga, situated on 
Warranilla station, north of . the 
Carnarvon Range in Queensland, was 
a considerable body of water, At its 
widest part it was about five miles 
across; its depth varied from a few 
feet to 20. On Christmas Eve, 1944, 
a muffled explosion was Heard in the 
district. Local residents say that 
from then on the area of water 
steadily decreased, Today, all that

WASHINGTON. — Attorney-Gen- 
eral Tom Clark announced that Can-

CANADIAN AUTOS - 


Have Appeared On The New Zealand 
Market 

AUCKLAND, N.Z.—The first post- 
war Canadian automobiles have only 
recently appeared on the New Zea- 
land market, almost a year later than 
those from Britain. Cars from the 
United States still have not started 
to arrive. 

Canadian cars which have so far 
arrived are all of one make and are 
assembled at the firm’s works in New 
Zealand. Before the end of the year 
fairly large supplies of several makes 
are expected however. ; 

Standard model Canadian cars 
available are selling at about $2,250. 
This is higher than the price for 
popular types of small English cars 
of* eight and 10 horsepower which 
scll_ at about $1,600 to $1,900, but 
compares favorably with the larger 
English cars, 

Next to the United States and 
Canada there were more cars per 

\| Capita in New Zealand than in any 
other country before the war. Al- 
though its population is still below 
1,750,000, dealers estimate that there 
is an immediate market for 100,000 
Cars in the Dominion if they could 
be supplied. 

In 1938, the last full importing 
year, Canada supplied New Zealand 
with 7,697 unassembled and 39 as- 
sembled cars. This was well behind 
the 17,000 cars imported from Brit- 
ain, but ahead of the 2,600 from the 
United States.

Figures would tend to indicate that 
they are certainly eating more fruit 
and vegetables than ever before. 

In August of this year they ate 
12 per cent. more fruit and vege- 
tables than they did in August, 1945. 
Cumulative sales for the first eight 
months of the year were 20 per cent. 
over 1945, 


Meat shortages no doubt have 
much to do with this trend but it is 
not improbable that once the habit 
of eating more of these foods takes 
hold it will continue indefinitely, 

Today the merchandising and ser- 
vices section_of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics reports that sales of fruits and 
vegetables in Canada increased 12 
per cent. over August, 1945, with the 
western Provinces showing the larg- 
est gain of 20.5 per cent, 

Wholesalers of fruits and vege- 
tables in the Maritime provinces and 
Quebec reported an increase of 2.5 
per cent., while those in Ontario had 
sales’7 per cent. higher than in 
August a year ago.

The Canadian landscape is world 
renowned for its autumn coloring. 
From the earliest times missionaries, 
explorers, travellers, traders and ney 
settlers have extolled the charm of

in mgiy ways the most delightful sea- 
son of the year in Canada. Yet a 
vast majority of vacationists still do 
their sightseeing during the summer 
nionths, crowding tourist centres to 
' capacity until the end of August, 

There, are of course, reasons for this 
Parents with children ot 
school age must usually return to 
theiti homes iby’ the beginning of 
September when school opens for 
the fall term. Others prefer to get 
away to the woods and lakes aiid 
streams during the hot mid-summer 
weather, even though they may ‘ind 
tourist accommodation more difficult 

» obtain a that time of the year. 
Many who bring along their own 
camping equipment and spend their 
holidays under canvas piefer the 
warmer months of June, July and 
August for sleeping out of doors. 

There seems to be a growing tend- 
ency however, especially on the part 
of those who are free to choose any 
time of the year for their annual va- 
cation, to defer it until] the eutuiun. 
An example is to be found in the 
number of visitons to the national 
parks during September. ‘According 
ta figures released by the Hon, J. A, 
Glen, Minister of Mines and Resources, 
visitors to the national parks during 
September of this year numbered 104,. 
000, an invrease of 80,000 over Sep- 
tember, 1945. This brings the tot#] 
visitors to the national parks up to 
the end of September to more thun 
925,000, and it looks as if the final 
figure will equal, if not exceed, the 
peak year before the war when more 
than a million visitors entered the 
national parks in one year. 

There is much to be said in favon 
of autumn tnavel in the national 
parks, Apart from the glorious aut- 
umn coloring, the park roads and 
trails are less busy, accommodation fs 
more plentiful, insect ‘pests have 
largely disappeared, fhe days are 
usually bright and sunny, ang tha 
nights crisp and cool, ‘Wildlife 1s 
more in. evidence and it is one. of 
the best times of the year for the 
camera enthusiast to reap a rica 
harvest of trophies for his snapshot 
album. Some species of game fish 
are biting well and it is much easicr 
to travel long distances by canoe 
or on horseback, Hikers and cyclist 
find it an ideal time to do their pack 
sightseeing, and visitors interested 
in color photography are able to 
record never-to-be-forgotten autunin 
scenes, 

‘With more than 8000 miles of park 
roads and trails to explore in an 
area of nearly 12,000 ‘square miles 
of exquisite scenery, the national 
parks of Canada are able to provide
